NEW YORK — The Ameri¬ 
can consumer, already able 
to rent almost anything he 
needs, from cars to formal 
dinner clothes, soon may see 
a startling new twist in rent¬ 
ing—household appliances. 

A Midwestern appliance 
dealer serving a large mar¬ 
ket currently is renting dish¬ 
washers at $6 a month, on 
a test basis. If the test suc¬ 
ceeds — and some observers 
believe it will—the same or¬ 
ganization reportedly will 
plunge all-out into appliance 
renting. Washer-dryers may 
be offered at $10 monthly, 
with comparable charges for 
color TV sets and room air- 
conditioners. 

It’s felt in some circles 
that the experiment not only 
will succeed, but that appli¬ 
ance renting could be a well- 
entrenched part of the retail- , 
ing scene by 1962 or 1963. 

Consumers currently — and 
for the foreseeable future— 
have record personal income 
at their disposal.

and able to shell out $10 or 
so monthly for the conven¬ 
ience of a TV set or dish¬ 
washer would balk at out¬ 
right purchase of heavy ap¬ 
pliances, with their usual 
three-figure price tag.

Propulsion Laboratory of Re¬ 
public Aviation Corporation 
recently reported success in 
obtaining cycling of a plas¬ 
ma engine—an engine that 
gets its thrust from com¬ 
pressing "plasma,” an elec¬ 
trified form of gas. 

They said the engine ran 
for more than 118 hours 
without interruption and was 
shut down temporarily for 
parts inspection. All equip¬ 
ment remained in perfect 
working order, it’s noted. 

This is the first time scien¬ 
tists have been able to keep 
a plasma engine in continu¬ 
ous operation for any length 
of time and according to Re¬ 
public this important goal 
was reached much earlier 
than had been anticipated. 

As a result of this latest 
advance, Republic plans to 
begin the immediate design 
of "flyable plasma space 
engines.” The company’s 
studies in plasma propul¬ 
sion are sponsored by the 
Office of Naval Research and 
the Office of Scientific Re¬ 
search of the U.S. Air Force.
